ce. The Hope Paddle and. Oar Co., 
a local concern , will manufacture 
paddles and oars in sizes- from 2 
feet to 20 feel in length, paddles 
starting at 2' and going to 5' and 
oars being made in lengths from 
G' to 20'. These paddles, and oars 
designed for lightness,'•' 
strength 
and ease of handling ..will be mar- 
keted at- first-'through ? 'jbbbjsrs, 
Mr. R. E. Bruner, president of the 
company said. Employing initially 
about 10 men, the company will 
have over $20,000. invested 
in 


machinery and equipment. 


Asked why he had chosen to lo- 
cate his plant in Hope, Mr. Bruner 
said that no where else had 
he 


found that combination of excel- 
lent low cost 
buildings, utilities, 


low cost gas and superior trans- 
portation facilities that he found 
in Hope. 


"This building, : made of brick, 


with heavy steel,frame, complete 
with electric • wiring, rest rooms 
plumbing and heating -was piropti- 
cally ready for him to move into, 
hence delay will be avoided 
in 


getting moved and into production. 
Hope has reasonable utility rates, 
and the lowest gas rate industrial- 
ly in Arkansas," Mr. Foster said. 
"There are over 22 other 
large 


buildings ready lor industrial oc- 
cupancy at the Industrial Area now 
ranging in size from 4,000 to 12,- 
flOO square foot 
of 
floor space. 
These buildings are served 
by 
paved highways, many are

Railroad spurs, all are servod by 
adequate water, sewage, electric 
and gas lines, and arc available 
to industrial usets at less than the 
cost of materials to build them.
